Who has not heard of the Rattle-snake 
for Copper-head! An unexpec ted sight of 
either of these replies will make even the 
lords of creation cotl, but there is a species 
of worm found in various parts of this state, 
which conveys a poison of a nature so 
deadly, that compared with it, even the 
venom of the rattle-snake is harmless. 

To guard our readers against this foe of 
human kind, is the object of this commu- 
nication. : 3 

‘This worm varies much in size. Tt is 
frequently an inch through, but as it 1s 
rarely scen, except when coiled, its length 
can hardly be conjectured. Tt is of adull 
lead colour, and generally lives near @ 
spring or small stream of water, an@ bites 
the unfortunate people who are in the habii 
of going there to drink, The brute creation 
it never molests. They avoid it with the 
same instinct that teaches the avimals of 
Pern to shun the deadly Coya. 

Several of these reptiles have long infest- 
ed our settlements, to the misery and dew 
struction of many of our fellow citizens.— 
l have, therefore, had frequent opportunl- 
ties of being the melancholy spectator of 
the effects produced by the subtle poison 
which this worm infuses. 

The symptoms of its 4ite are terrible. — 
Tie eyes of the patient become red and 
fiery, his tongue swells to an immoderate 
size and obstructs his utterance, and deli- 
brium of the most horrid character quickly 
follows. Sometimes in his madness, he 
attempts the desiruction of his nearest 
friends. IfRe sufferer has a family, his 
weeping wife and helpless infants are no: 
unfrequently the objects of his frantic fury 
—in a word, he exhibits to the life all the 
detestable passions that rankle in the bosom 
of a savage, and such is the sfed/ in which 
iis senses are locked, that no sooner has 
the unhappy paticnt recovered from the 
paroxism of insanity, occasioned by the 
bite, than he seeks out the destroyer for the 
sole purpose of being bitten again.

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Wreck of a Barge inthe Rupids of the St. 
Jawrence. 
[Narrated by a rcspeeta le Merchant of Liverpool.) 

On the 22d day of April, 1810, our party set 
sail in a large schooner from Fort George, or Ni- 
agara Town, andin two days crossed lake Ontario 
to Kingston, at the head of the river St. Law- 
rence, distant from Niagara about 200 miles.— 
Here we hired an American barge (a large flat- 
bottomed boat) to carry us to Montreal, 4 ew 
distance of 200 miles; then set out from hingston 
on the 28th April, and arrived the same evemng 
at Ogdensburg, a distance of 75 miles. The fol- 
lowing evening we armved at Cornwall, and the 
succeeding night at Pointe du Lac, on lake St. 
Francis. Here our bargemen obtained our per- 
mission to return up the river; and we embark- 
cd jn another barge, deeply laden with potashes, 
pass ngers and luggage. Above Montreal, for 
nearly 100 miles, the river St. Lawrence is inter- 
rupted in its course by rapids, which are occasion- 
ed by the river being confined in comparatively 
narrow, shallow, rocky channels ;—through these 
it rushes with great force and noise, and is agi- 
tated like the ocean in a storm. Many people 
prefer these rapids, for grandeur of appearance, 
to the falls of Niagara. They are from half a mile 
to nine miles long each, and require regular pilots. 
On the 30th of April we arrived at the village of 
the Cedars, immediately below which are three 
sets of very dangerous rapids, (the Cedars, the 
Split-rock, and the Cascacdes,) distant from each 
other about one mile. On the morning of the 1st 
of May we set out from the Cedars, the barge 
very deep, and very leaky. The Captain, a dar- 
ing, rash man, refused to take a pilot. Alter we 
passed the Cedar rapid, not without danger, the 
Captain called for sume rum, swearing, at the 
same time, that God Almighty could not steerthe 
barge better than he did! Soon after this we en- 
tered the Split-rock rapids by along channel, and 
found ourselves advancing yapidly towards a 
dreadful watery precipice, down which we went. 
The barge slightly grazed her bottom Against the 
rock, acd the fall was so rreat as nearly to take 
away the breath. We here took ina great deal 
of water, which was mostly baled out again be 
fore we were hurried on to what the Canadians 
call the “ grand bouillon,” or great boiling. In 
approaching this place the captain let go the 
helm, saying. « By God! here we fill.” The 
barge was almost immediately overwhelmed in 
the midst of immense foaming breakers, which 
rushed over the hows, carryin

At ane of the moments 1 
which the succession of waves permitted me to 
look up, 1 gow ata distance a canoe with four 
men coming towards me, and waited in confi- 
dence to hear the sound of their pactiles; the 
men as ¥ afierwards learned were tndiaus (ge- 
nuine descendants of the Tartars) who happening 
to fallin with one of the passenge: ’s trunks, pick- 
ed it up, and returned to the sore fur the pur- 

ose of pillaging it, leav.ng, as they since ack now 
edged, the man on the boat to his fate. Indeed, 
Tam certain I should have hal more to fear from 
their avarice, than to hope from their humanity ; 
and it is more than probable, that my life would 
have been taken to secure tiem in the possession 
of my watch and several half cagles, which [had 
about me. 

The accident happened at eight o’clock in the 
morning ; inthe course of some hours, as the day 
advanced, the sun grew warmer, the wind blew 
from the south, andl the water became calmer, I 
got upon my snees, and found myself in the 
small Inke St. Louis, about from three to five 
miles wide ; with some dithculty FE got upon my 
feet, but was soon convinced, by cramps and 
spasms in ali my smews, that [ was quite mcapa- 
ble of swimming any distance, and ft was then iwo 
miles from shore. { was now gong with wind 
and current to destruction; and cold, hungry, 
and fatigued, was obliged again to set down in 
the water to rest, when an extraordinary circum. 
stance greatly rdeved me. On examining the 
wreck, to sec if it were possible to detach any 
part of it to steer by, I perceived something 
loose, entangled in a fork of the wreck, and so 
carried along, This I found to be a small trunk, 
bottom upwards, which with some difficulty 1 
dragged up upon the harge. After near an hour's 
work, in whieh [broke my penknife, trying to 
cut out the lock, | made a hole in the top, and to 
my great sabsfaction drew out a bottle of rum, a 
cold tongue, soine cheese, and abag full of bread, 
cakes, &e. all wet.

THE TARIFF. 

The following are extracts from a Dialogue 
which is supposed to have taken place between 
an loporting Merchant and a Farmer, and pub- 
lished in the American Newspapers of the year 
1819.’ It exhibits, with much precision, the con- 
nexion subsisting between Agriculture and Ma- 
nufactures; and therefore will particularly in- 
terest those whoare concerned fur the welfare and 
prosperity of the nation, and Who cherish the 
feelings of Republicanism. 

Farmer. Good morning, Mr. Importcr; what 
price will you give me for flour to~lay ? 

ter. 1 am not purchasing flor to-day, 


a Why? What is the reason of that? Have 
ou given up the export trade ? 

4 14 —— I * not tell you that the En- 
glish government have made a corn bill to pro- 
hibit the importation of four; and flour in all 
other countries of Europe, is lower priced than 
with us. m 

F. And are the English ports to be shut against 
my flour, and our own ports to stand open to re- 
ceive their manufactured articles ? 

I. As far as 1 can sec, this appears to be our 
fate. P 

F. How are we to pay for their goods, if we 
do not sell them our products? Are we to carry 
on this trade until they have drawn away every 
hard dollar out of the country? 1 say if they 
will not have my flour, I for one will not have their 
cloth: and I hope that you importers will turn 
your attention toimporting manufacturers, instead 
of manufactured articles, and make a market at 
home, and let Congress protect us farmers and 
our manufacturers, just in the same manner that 
they protect our coasting trade. 

f But would not our manufacturers impose 
upon us, ant demand high prices? 

F. Give them fair play. Let them have their 
awn market. Give their machines two thirds of 
the protection that is given to our coasting ves- 
sels: and the competition among them will soon 
be such as will remuce the prices low enough. 

7, But have you forgotten the prices they 
charged you during the last war? 

F. No—1I have not; nor have I forgotten the 

rice you and allthe importers charged me. You 
importers actually charged higher prices during 
the late war, than our own manufacturers charg- 
ed, and that too, without any good reason; because 
you importers having pail no advanced price for 
the goods you had on hand, you might have sold 
for the old prices, but you woukd not. 

f. Surely we hada right to scll our goods for 
the highest price we could obtgin.
